PROCLAMATION of the LAND LEAGUE. 


FURTHER ARRESTS of RINGLEADERS. 


The Government it would seem are at last determined 
to employ the resources of civilisation with energy and 
decision. On Friday night a proclamation appeared in the 
Dublin Gazette, signed by Mr. Forster and the Lords Jus- 
tices, in which the Government state that as in many 
parts of Ireland an organised system of intimidation is 
practised, whereby divers persons are under apprehension 
of violence totheir persons or propert ea, or deprivation of 
the necessaries of lifo or loss of business, and are coervedto 
give up their lawful employment, to abandon their law- 
ful pursuits, to abstain from tho fulfilment of 
their lawful engagements, and to become members of or 
to subscribe to the funds of an association commonly 
known as the Land League, or to abstain from doing 
what they have a legal right to do, all perzons are warned 
that such practices of intimidation ave criminal, and 
that those engaging in them or inciting to them are 
liable to be arrested or imprisoned. A number of 
meetings were ales vroclaimed in the same 
Gazette, and the de- ermmation thus announced had 
already been preceded by vigorous action. Shortly after 
Mr. Parnell’s arrest, Mr. Sexton was arrested at 
his ledgings, Upper Frederick-street, Dublin, by 
Superintendent Mallon. Two warrants wero issued for 
his apprehension, one charging him with inciting others 
wrongfully and without legal authority to intimidate 
divere persons with a view to compel them to abstain 
from pey.ng rent. The other warrant charged him with 
treasonable practices. When arrested Mr. Sexton was 
ill in bed, and had just previously received a visit from 
Mr. Joseph Bigger, M.P. Mr. Sexton was asked by the 
officer if he thought his remeral would endanger his 
health, but he replied that he would marc no statement 
in regard to his health, and he was thereupon removed 
to Kiltaalnham in a ca^. 

Mr. O'Koelly, M. P., was arrested at the Imperial 
Hotel just before nine o'clock yesterday morning by 
Superintendent Mallon and three oi her dete . He 
was placed in a cab and zt once dr ven off main. 
ham. The cab wae followed by ecveral cars carry ng 
policemen. The news got e broad before the parties leit 
the hotel, and consequently some hundreds of people 
assembled outside the hotel and cheered most heartily 
when Mr. O'Kelly made his appearance and was driven 
off, On his arrival, he refused to be searched, and the 
pr'son rules had to be carried out by force, According 
to a special telegram, the hon. gentler:zn informed an 
interviewerthat he anticipates many arrests, and amcng 
them that of Mr. Dili n. 

Mr. Quinn, principal secretary of the Land League. 
had previously been arrested nt his lodgings in St. 
Vincent-strect at. seven in the morning, before he was 
out of bed. Mr. Mallon was also the arresting officer on 
this occasion. Quinn was given plenty cf time to got 
ready. He caretully packed bis portmanteau, and, 
among the books he took with him was a volume of 
John Bright's speeches. He was driven to Kilmainham 
on an outside car. 5 E. 

Mr. William O'Brien, editor of United Ireland, was 
also arrested later, and conveyed to Kilmainham. 

Mr. Healy also, who is “ wanted " by tho police, is said 
to bo in England, and a spe ial messenger has been sent 
to es a to intercept him in case he was returning to 
Ireland. 

Mr: A. O'Connor, who visited Mr. Parnoll on Wednes- 
avy, was advised by that gentleman to decamp, which he 
appears to have doue into Wales, from whence, as Mr. 
Parnell suggested, the business maaugeiuent of the 
League could he carried on. 

Father Shechy and Mr. Egan, Land League treasurer, 
have arrived in Paris. 

It seems that up to a late hour yesterday the Govern- 
ment had taken no steps to proclaim the Phenix 
Park weeting to-day. 5 

Mr. Parnell has been accommodated with a cell on the 

‘ound floor of Kilmainham gaol. Tho apartment is 
Bearded, and, though small, is comfortable, being fur- 
nished with a fire-place and fire. The hon. member's 


first visitor was Mr. McGongh, the solicitor to 
the Land League, whose interview, it is stated, 
was of a purel fessional character. He has 


been intervie so by a special correspondent, 
to whom he expressed an opinion which is not unlikely 
to be well founded, that the action of the Government 
was intended to intimidate the people to prevent tho 
flow of funds into the Land League coffera. To another 
interviewer ated—I shall take it as an evidence that 
the people of the country did not do their duty if Iam 
not speedily released. 

Mr. Sexton’s arrest, it seems, was totally unexpected. 
On Thursday night he came from a sick to attend 
the League meeting discussing Mr. Parneli's arrest, but he

The Freeman says Mr. Sexton, after his incar- 
ceration, had a serious relapse. His medical adviser 
states that the arrest has endangered his life. 

There is nodoubt but that the action of the Government 
has produced the utmost consternation among the mem- 
bers of the party, but, of course. the indignation of the 
Land rs is for the moment considerably above 
boiling point. On Friday public mecting was held in 
the Rotunda at Dublin to protest inst Mr. Parnell's 
arrest. The hall was erowded, and fully 20,000 people 
nssembled outside, unable to gain admittance. Sack- 
ville-street was led by mounted police, and a 
force of about constables was stationed c[cse to the 
Rotunda. r.

A meoting of tho citizens of Limerick, presided over 
by the Mayor, was held in the Town Hall, at which a 
resolution was passed, calling on the tenants of Ireland 
to pay no rent so long as Mr. Parnell remained in gaol. 
Bodies of soldiers and armed police patrol the town, 
which is perfectly quict. 

Ata meeting in Creughwell, 2 proposal that no rents 
should be paid until Mr. Parnell was released was with- 
drawn, but a motion condemning the Government was 
carried, Subsequently Mr. Gladstone’s effigy was 
burned in the street. 

A publie meeting was held in St. Mary's Hall, 
Belfast, to express indignation at the arrest of Mesars. 
Parnell and Sexton. About 3,000 persons attended, 
including about 20 Roman Catholic priests. Speeches 
were delivered by the Rev. Harold Rylett, late 
Land League candidate for Tyrone, the Rev. Mr. 
Cahill, and other gentlemen, who called upon tho men 
of the North to hold firmly by the doctrines of the Land 
League, and show the blustering British Government 
that the people cf Ireland were not to he put down by 
buckshot and bayonets. A gener] strike against rent 
as long as Parnell remained in prison was advocated, 
ard it was advised that others should be ready to take 
the places of those arrested. 


At a meeting of the Westmeath and Roscommon Land

Tast night a meeting of the members of the various 
Metropolitan branches of the National Land League was 
held at Palace Chambers, Westminster, under tbe 
presidency of Mr. Quinn. The greatest indignation was 
expressed at the action of the Government in tho arrests 
made yesterday and to-day, and the proclamation of the 
Trish Vand Leegue.

LATEST DETAILS. 

A later Press Association telegram says-—Matters 
have assumed a much more threatening aspect. The 
additional arrests have rekindled the excitement. The 
arrest of Mr. John Dillon, M.P., has provoked a most 
intense feeling. At tho moment cf writing cn 
immense crowd assembled in Sackville. 
street, opposite the Imperial Hotel, at which 
the ‘principal members of the Land League 
have been in the habit of staying. The only representa- 
tive of that organisation now faring at that hotel, 
however, is Mr. Joseph Biggar, M.P., who, on making 
his appearance last evening, was grected with the wildest 
acclamation. Walking arm in arm with one of the leader 
writers of the Freeman's Journal, he proceeded across to 
the office of that n. which was immediately sur- 
rounded hy severa usand persons. Owing to the 
threat ing aspect of affairs, à large draft of police were 
sent to the spot, and amid tremendous hooting and 
groaning, dispersed the crowd. The people only moved 
their location, however, and no soone were the 

lice drawn up than they again and again rushed 

to Princes Street, evidently expecting Mr. Biggar's 
return; but that gentleman had left the office by a back 
door, and this being ascertained, the crowd left, cheering, 
and to the Land League offices. 

At an early hour this morning, Superintendent Mallon 
served a furtker warrant on Mr. Parnell, M. P., in 
Kilmainham Goal, charging him with being “ reasonably 
suspected of having, since the goth of September, 1880, 
been guilty as the ipal of treasonable praet ices.'^ 

Mr. O'Kelly, who was arrested this morning, was 
born in Dublin, and while acting as special corre- 
spondent of the New York Hereld, in Cuba, was led out 
to be shot as a spy, but saved his life by claiming protec- 
tion as a subject of Her Majesty Queen Victoria. 

Mr. W. O'Brien was arrested while walking in Sack- 

treet with a brother pressman. 

. John Dillon, M. P., was re-arrested at his own 
residence in North George-street, when about. leaving to 
attend a meeting of the Land League Executive. It 
was accomplished without notice, and it was not until 
special editione of the evening papers came out that the 
action of the Government was made known. Soquietly was 
the arrest effected, that on the arrival of the mounted 
escort which it had been dee:ned advisable to send to 
8 him, Mr. Dillon was on his way to Kilmain- 

m Gaol. 

The arrest of Mr. Dillon completed the real work of 
the day up to the present. 

Mr. John R. Hefferman, of the Cork Land League, who 
had lately been released from Limerick Gaol, was arrested 
last evening by Sub-Inspector Mayne, and detective- 
constable Bulwer.

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by train, leaving Cork at 5.30 p.m.

subject is of more v concern to us all than the 
7 ok the labour- industries of our country. There 
now much talk of Fair Trade and Free Trade. 
Fair Trade” esses to demand (1) a firmer hold than 
we have had of Inte years of our home markets for the 
ions of native industry, and (2) more outlets for 

giant manufacturing forces for which England is 
bial. “Free Trade“ on the conti encourages 

free introduction of foreign pete and goods, so as, 

if possible, to attain cheapness for consumers, relying on 
the theory that if goods are cheap, the producing power 
8 well left to take care of 


Ido not intend to enter on this debatable ficld of 
“Fair Trade” v.“ Freo Trade.“ My aim is not to wran- 
gs words, but to state facts. Only too many of 

engaged in the various industries of the country 
are suffering, and I propose to seek for the causes of the 
suffering, fairly and freely, without either party animus 
or desire to prove a foregone conclusion. It is, however, 
clearly impossible that any ono man can understand the 
details of all trades eo as to enable him to speak with 
authority. In this inquiry, therefore, I must enlist the 
assistance of experts in the various branches of industry, 
and with your permission I hereby invite the co-opera- 
tion and help of tradesmen and workmen in every rank 
and class throughout the kingdom. To all those willing 
to assist I simply say that I wish only to arrive ^t the 
truth, and to find what foundation there is, it any, 
for tho cunent assertions as to the decay of many 
of our industries, and the destruction of others. 
England is a rich nation, but her riches are, compara- 
tively speaking, concentrated in the hands of a few. 
In other nations wealth, as a rule, is distributed more 
evenly, and whilst millionaires are rarer, there is far 
less destitution and absolute poverty than among our- 
selves. The Englishman saves with such difficulty that 
the first steps towards a “ pile” of his own are doubly 
difficult ; but when that ef is once formed, the 
intensity with which he watches it, and the pleasure he 
takes naturally in work rather than in play, causes it to 
increase with rapid and ever-increasing momentum. 
The Latin races, on the other hand, and the pure Teuton 
save easily, and continue their thrifty habits throughout 
life. At the same time they are fond of pers ral ease, 
and would rather lie in wait for a profitable “ transact- 
tion," involving little trouble; than engage in the 
watchful and incessant toil needful for the turning over 
of the “‘ nimble ninepence.” Hence, whilst they live in 
acomparative contentment, which would be abhorrent 
to 4.58 average Englishman, they rarely attain to vast 
wealth. 

This national idios nerasy to some extent explains 
the different fashion . which wealth is held by us and 
by other States wn whom we compete in more 
or less friendly strife. The idea is not new. It 
has long been a part of the Radical creed that the 
holding of large wealth in the shape of land in one man's 
possession is contrary to the good of tho many But I have 
seldom m seen this doctrine pushed to its natural con- 
clusion in the case of the monied millionaire. The evils, 
however, whether fancied or real, of the ownership of 
huge estates, pale before the grievance of unlimited 
monied wealth being left in one man’s keeping, unless 
he employs it in promoting the wage-earning power of 
his own people. ‘The capitalist who persistently invests 
his means in foreign securities, becomes to this extent 
an alien. He removes from his own countrymen the 
means wherewith he might give employment to those of 
his own kith and kin. And when capital ia invested, not 
merely in íoreign securities, but also in the promotion of 
foreign manufacturing labours, its owner becomes still 
more a stranger to his own people. Yet an income thus 
earned pays no more taxation to the national ex- 
choquer t one gained by the promotion of home 

Hur. 

I therefore start with the premiss that labour is the 
sole foundation of the real power and strength of the 
country. If this be true, it follows as an axiom that 
anything that deprives the working classes of their 
waze-carning power is a national disaster. unless accom- 
panied by some compensating influence. In this saving 
clause is contained all that may be urged against the 
axiom I have lnid down. Take, for example, the doors 
and windows supplied by the joinery and carpentering 
trades. Most of us know that we import from Norway 
and Sweden very large quantities of ready-made doors 
and windows which come to us complete, capable of 
being fixed at once without any more labour being 
expended on them. Now when I come to that branch of 
ony trades I shall enquire (1) what economy is mad? by 
this use of foreign-made doors and windows, an4 (2) what 
is the loss in wages to the joinery and car ntering 
tradesmen who would otherwise have had the meking of 
those doors and windows in their own country? If I 
find the national profit, or rather the saving in cost of 
construction, by using those foreign-made doors and 
windows exceed ser loss of wages to our labour classes, 
I shall then be able to count such importations as a 
clear national gain. If, on the other hand, I find that 
the saving to our builders is perhaps only 10 por cent. 
and that the labour cost of making them would have 
been 40 per cont., I shall be then justified in assuming a 
direct netional loss of 30 per cent. on the total value of 
fore'gn doors nnd windows in our houses, unless, as I 
have said, accomponied by some compensatir infinence. 

The seme reasoning may be applied to almost every 
trade in the kingdom. Take, for example, the instance of 
a Manchester warehouseman," who may, perchance, 
have an order in hand for £10,000 worth of cotton goods. 
1 have such an instance in my mind's eye as I write 
which sufficiently illustrates the plan on which I propose 
to treat of our national industries, My typi-al ware- 
houseman, finding that he could effect a very minute 
fractional saving on the trensaction, ordered his parcel 
from the United States, instead of buying it direct from 
the Lancashire looms. Now for every sovere'en's worth 
of manufactured cotton goods he thus brought over, 
eight shillings represented the raw materiel, and twelve 
shillings represented in round numbers the wages em- 
ployed on its production and manufacturer’s profit. In 
other words £4,000 went, as it would in any erbe, in pay- 
ment for the raw material, and £6,000 went to the 
American manufacturer and artisan, instead of to our 
Lancashire operatives, minus some p Uy ineignifi- 
ennt profits mace on. tbe transit ch Here again, 
then, was a direct loss to our Inbour ommtunity, 
unless aecompanied by some compens: ting influence. 

One of my duties, of course, in each cage, will be to

The doctrine that imports neces- 
sarily produce exports is for the moment clearly at a 
discount. Greater stress is now laid on the profits from 
our carrying trade, as one of the most potent component. 
ing influences, Mr. Chamberlain and cthers turther 
tell us that we must necessarily have all this for 
competition with the products of our home industries, 
and that it is good for us to have it, becnuse we have $ 
nit ncome to receive from foreign hans in the shape 
rest, that we could not get it at all if we dd not dis- 
place home labour with the productions of foreign labour, 

In the ease I have quoted, it is difficult to tind either 
of those explanations altogether satisfactory as a com- 
Pensating influence. The profits of a carrying trade, 

even if earned by a British bottom, on a cargo of 
doors and windows, would scarcely atone for the 
Les of nigh a third of the value to the 
Wage-earning power of the native. Still less wonld the 
Paltry freightage ona £10,000 pareel of cotton goods 
unt to more than a miserable fraction per cent. on 
the Ln of £6,000 worth of wages and manufacturing 
Profit to the men of Lancashire. The difficulties we 
nent at the very threshold of this mighty question are 
in fact so eomplex that only by the most patient invest:- 
Feten of all our chief industries can we in any way 
ope to arrive at such net results as will enable us to 


form a correct judgment how far we are a thriving 
x ion or i ee 
„One word more. Ihave no desire to underrate the 
importance of our foreign trade. I only contend that 
our home le is of vastly greater value, sooing that it is 
many times greater. We are at the present moment un- 
deniably rich if we havesufficient purchasing power to buy 
quantities of foreign importations, without corres- 
ponding sales of our own productionsat the sametime. But 
this dues not necessarily. prove that we are thereby 
increasing or even maintaining our wealth. In other 
words, it is no evidence that we are substantially 
par pers bees nations as pe 3 is 
en o carry on a very large trade in volume, 
and yet to be without profit, if; indeed, the commerce is 
not even carried on at a loss. I can even conceive it 
possible that income tax returns may be temporarily 
swelled by the operation of such foreign trade, but that,
